DAHLIA  CULTURE 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown  and  will  thrive  in  almost 
any  soil  if  given  plenty  of  cultivation  and  water. 
They  like  an  open  sunny  location  but  will  do  well  in 
partial  shade.  If  your  soil  is  clay  mix  it  with  sand 
or  ashes. 

For  fertilizer  we  have  found  that  sheep  guano  and 
a small  percentage  of  potash  gives  excellent  results. 
Mix  it  thoroughly  with  the  soil  at  planting  time. 

Planting  Time  varies  according  to  locality. 
Throughout  the  Northwest,  from  May  15  to  June  15 
is  probably  the  best  time.  We  have  planted  as  late 
as  July  7 and  had  lots  of  flowers.  In  any  case  do 
not  plant  till  the  ground  is  warm. 

Plant  bulbs  with  the  eye  about  4 inches  deep. 
Drive  a stake  in  the  hole  and  put  the  eye  of  bulb 
next  to  the  stake  and  when  the  plant  is  high  enough 
tie  it  securely  to  the  stake. 

Cultivation  is  very  important,  and  one  should  cul- 
tivate often  and  deeply  till  buds  appeal',  then  just 
keep  the  top  of  the  ground  loose.  Keep  all  the  weeds 
out  and  water  very  often  during  the  dry  weather. 

Keep  al  lthe  old  blooms  picked  off  and  do  not  be 
afraid  to  cut  the  flowers,  as  the  more  you  cut  the 
more  they  will  bloom. 

Harvest  your  dahlias  a few  days  after  frost  has 
killed  them.  Shake  out  all  the  dirt  as  carefully  as 
possible,  cut  the  stalk  off  about  2 inches  from  the 
bulbs  and  pack  them  in  a box  upside  down,  so  that 
any  moisture  in  the  stalk  will  run  out.  Store  them 
where  they  will  not  freeze  but  watch  that  they  do  not 
get  too  dry. 

Dahlia  Seed  can  be  planted  in  boxes  inside  or  hot- 
beds in  March  and  transplanted  after  all  danger  of 
frost  is  over,  or  you  may  plant  in  the  open  ground 
in  May.
